W. Wicker.sham, who started a 'long 
list, of anti-trust suits so that there 
is ample precedent for the Coolidgc 
administration in what it is doing to- 
day. IMPULSE FROM OTHERS 


But underlying it all is an impulse 


which comes from tho political oppon- 
ents of the administration who would 
have been bombarding the administra- 
tion with resolutions galore and per- 
haps even, more restrictive antu-trust 
legislation had the president and his 
cabinet failed to take the initiative in 
inquiring into the proposed mergers. 
The interstate commerce commission 
is a quasi judicial body and is not di- 
rectly responsible to the president. He 
has, however, the power of oppoint- 
ment and the viewpoint of the men. 
appointed is in many instances not 
unlike his toward economic questions. 
So when the president proclaims a, 
policy of inquiring into the relation- 
ship of mergers to the public interest, 
he by that much strengthens the hand 
of all independent commissions who 
feel the same way about it. 


Mr. Coolidgc is as much in favor of 


railroad consolidations

when his message recommending it 
was read to congress. 
He docs not 


oppose combination simply because it 
is combination. 


PROTECTION FOIl PUBLIC 


But he has had impressed upon him 


that many mergers simply result in 
tha sale of securities to the public 
and that the public in turn looks TO 
the givcrnmcnt 
for 
protection. 
In 


principle, the Coolidgc administration 
favors keeping out of private busi- 
ness but in asking international bank- 
ers \to bring their loans to the depart- 
ment of state to determine if there 
were objections in the public interest, 
a precedent 
was 
established which 


may be extended to other flotations 
of securities. This is not a job which 
tho Coolidgc administration 
relishes 


and perhaps it will be a long time be- 
fore acknowledgment will be 
made 


that any such practice could be be- 
gun. 


But a combination of two or more 


big corporations probably will not be 
attempted again unless 
inquiry 
at 


least is made in advance at the de- 
partment of justice as to whether 
there will be a suit entered to restrain 
the merger. The department of jus- 
tice officia.ls feel that big corporations 
know well enough without inquiring 
just 
what would constitute a viola- 


lion, of the anti-trust laws but just 
the same with the big- sums involved 
it would not be surprising if the unj- 
derwriters of the mergers 
consulted 


government officials in advance to ob- 
tain an informal opinion.

tice in the aluminum case brought 
out the fact thaty every step by the at- 
torney-general in respect to big busi- 
ness combinations would be carefully 
scrutinized on Capitol Hill. And inci- 
dentally the developments of the past 
week make remote the possibility that 
the effort to modify the Sherman anti- 
trust law will succeed—certainly not 
in the present session of congress.

Pleas for Aid in Financial 


Crisis Are Met With 


Scorn 


Paris —(A*)— The cabinet of Axis- 


tide Briand has fallen. 


Like five other ministries in less 


than two years, it was wrecked on 
ibe shoals of the government's plan 
to bring about the financial rehabili- 
tation of France. 


In the chamber of deputies early 


this morning, the government made 
the sales tax provision of its financial 
bill a question of confidence. 
It was 


defeated by a vote of 274 to 221 and 
immediately afterwards Briand 
ten- 


dered the cabinet's resignation. 


During acrimonious debate in 
the 


night-long session, 
Briand 
several 


times made fervent pleas that mem- 
bers come to the aid of the govern- 
ment and pass tho necessary 
meas- 


ures to enable it to tide over the fi- 
nancial crisis. 


Likewise Minister of Finance Dou- 


mcr warned the deputies of the neces- 
sity for prompt and favorable action. 
Tjouis Malvey president of the cham- 
ber's finance committee and M. La- 
moreaux, the 
committee 
reporter, 


scorned the members for what they 
termed cowardice and base demogogy. 


Briand said that the chamber was 


not showing a sense of its responsi- 
bilities. If the financial bill were not 
passed he said, he would not leave for 
Geneva to represent the country at 
the meeting 
of the council of (he 


league of nations. After he resigned, 
however, it was announced he woulo: 
leave for Geneva this evening, 
but 


would not take an official part in the 
league's meeting.

As a matter of fact, the "crises"' with. 


Mexico exist chiefly in the congress at 
Washington.

i h e al a rm. They want the government to 
pull some of their chestnuts out of the fire. 
The president will not be moved by such 
considerations. He would not sever rela- 
tions with Mexico in the first place with- 
out warning her of the intention, and in 
the next place he would not take the step 
unless there is so flagrant a violation of 
Mexico's international obligations as to 
leave no other course open. 


SCRAMBLING THE FOOD TRUST 
It required only the filing of a snit in. 


federal court to stop the National Food 
Products corporation merger. This is the 
two billion dollar combine formed from 
seven large food companies, operating 
thousands of chain stores throughout the 
country. 
The government attacked the 


merger under the anti-trust law and the 
defendants without a fight hare- consented 
to the entering of a decree requiring the 
National Food Products corporation to di- 
vest its control of the subsidiary compa- 
nies within sixty days. 


Thus we have an alleged food monoply 


•scrambled even before it got its eggs into 
one basket. It is by no means- certain 
that this combination would have been in- 
jurious to the public interests. There is 


IA. possibility, indeed a probability if it 
operated in good faith, that prices of food 
products would have been reduced as a 
consequence. Very great economies would 
have been effected and operating costs re- 
duced. 
Presumably the public would 


benefit by these economies. However, the 
fact that an organization of this kind 
deals with 1hc necessaries of Jiving makes 
it, difficult fo accept. Its potential pow- 
er for e \ i l is quite as great as its poten- 
tial power for good. Every thing depends 
upon how it exercises the favorable trade 
position in which it is placed by this union 
of interests. We have had in do a deal 
of trust busting in recent decades to pre- 
vent monopolies from imposing upon the 
public. When it comes to food we should 
take less chances than in any other com- 
modities.

lic policy, not so sound.

iirst but never put it over. 
It is not 


enough to have an idea. The world is no 
better off for the thinking of some men be- 
cause they do not have the ability to make 
their ideas take concrete form. 


John Fitch, a poor constitutional farm- 


er's 
son. invented the Iirst steamboat, 


twenty years before Fulton put his vessel 
on the Hudson. The constitutional conven- 
tion, at Franklin's suggestion, adjourned 
one afternoon to see this strange craft 
proceed under its.own power up and down 
the Delaware. But Fulton gets the credit 
for it because he put it across. Other in- 
ventors, before James Watt had tinkered 
with the idea of the steam engine, but the 
little coughing, 
emaciated instrument 


maker put the invention across. 


Richard Arkwright had at least four 


rival claimants for the honor of having in- 
vented the water frame and Eli \Vhitney 
had to defend his invention o£ the cotton 
gin against a dozen rivals. But neither 
Arkwright. nor "Whitney had any competi- 
tion when it came to putting the idea into 
practical use. 


The enemies of the late Colonel Roose- 


velt were accustomed to say that the ad- 
vocate of the strenuous life did not in- 
vent any ideas, issues or causes— that he 
appropriated popular , ideas and made 
them his own. But at any rate he suc- 
ceeded in popularizing the thing that vast 
majorities of the people wanted. 


Great is the man who knows how to 


put a good idea in action. He is as im- 
portant as the man who invents the idea. 
Scandinavians claim that one of their- 
countrymen was first to discover Ameri- 
ca. But a period of four hundred years 
elapsed before another man discovered the 
western hemisphere, published the fact to 
the world and started the stream of immi- 
gration westward. 


All hail to the "man who discovers a 


great idea, but hats off to the man who 
putteth a thing across. 


THERE'S ONLY ONE WAY TO CURB 


DIVORCES 


A western judge is arranging to install 


a microphone in his courtroom-and broad- 
cast the testimony in the divorce cases 
that are heard before him. This, he be- 
lieves, will so impress the citizenry gener- 
ally with the tragedy and suffering of 
the divorce court that fewer divorce suits 
will be filed. 


It sounds well enough. But this jurist 


is making the same mistake that nearly 
everyone else does when divorce is under 
discussion. He tackles the problem hind 
end to. 


For eliminating the divorce "evil" sim- 


ply means bringing about such a revolu- 
tion in our ways and characterictics that 
no one will any longer act on impulse, be 
moved by selfishness or jealousy, give way 
to anger, philander or lose tact. It means, 
in short, that when everyone in the coun- 
try acts like a cultured, intelligent, kind- 
ly person, we shall have no more divorce. 


Divorces are rare, between persons of 


real intelligence. They are rare where the 
two parties, even lacking intelligence of 
any high order, are yet unselfish, tactful 
and desirous of making a go of it. 
They 


are extremely rare where there was any 
real love on both sides to begin with. 


There are a thousand causes for di- 


vorce. But almost all o£ them have their 
origins in things that should be discern- 
ible before the preacher was called in. 


Unfortunately, however, no matter how 


many "horrible examples" are spread 
broadcast, by radio or otherwise, a great 
many people arc going to continue to be 
petty and selfish and blind and—well, just 
plain dumb; so divorces will continue for 
quite a time. 


The way out lies in. raising the intellec- 


tual and spiritual standards and capacities 
of the ordinary man and woman. There 
is no other way out and. .never can be. 
Repressive measures won't settle a thing. 


And remember this: the, alternative to 


the American system of easy divorces is 
the European system, where no one ex- 
pects a husband or a wife to be faithful; 
where it is taken as a matter of course that 
they arc merely enduring each other after 
the first year together, where every day is 
expected to have a lover and every hus- 
band is expected to have a mistress. 


Our divorce situation isn't so pleasant 


to consider. 
But the remedy -will be a 


long time in coming, and things could be 
worse.
